Community college 
month...a celebration 


I’m sure you've all heard of Walt Disney, Tom 
Hanks, Nolan Ryan, Queen Latifah, Guy Fieri, 
Halle Berry, Clint Eastwood, Aaron Rodgers, Mor- 
gan Freeman, Steve Jobs, Eddie Murphy and 
Jackie Robinson, whose legendary career in base- 
ball was celebrated within the last few days. 

They are athletes, actors, famous chefs, business 
tycoons, and they are all famous. They have differ- 
ent backgrounds and separate pathways to success. 
But the have one thing in common...they all at- 
tended community colleges. 

ICC has its share of “celebrities” who are listed 
among its alumni as well. 

This month, ICC has joined with the other 1,042 
two-year institutions of higher learning in com- 
memorating Community College Month. It’s been a 
time to reflect on our past and our future, expe- 
cially the last two years. COVID-19 has presented 
many challenges but also significant learning expe- 
riences. Among those are that ICC transitioned to 
virtual learning (almost overnight), worked re- 
motely and continued to provide the services for 
which the College takes great pride. 

Community colleges are a vital part of America’s 
postsecondary education delivery system, serving 
almost half of the undergraduate students in the 
United States. Data from the Mississippi Institu- 
tions of Higher Learning shows that students who 
graduate from ICC and transfer to a university re- 
ceive their degree with a grade point average above 
the state average and earn their college credentials 
with a higher GPA than students who begin their 
university studies their freshman year. ICC also 
ranks second in the state in producing more bache- 
lor’s degrees than any other community college, 12 
short of first place, which is held by an institution 
that doubles our enrollment. 

Community colleges, such as ICC, enable stu- 
dents to graduate or complete their studies with 
minimal or no debt. Since roughly 400,000 people 
in the state have an average student loan debt of 
$33,182 and monthly payment of $225, that is re- 
markable! 

The education, which ICC provides, goes beyond 
traditional bricks and mortar with the significant 
impact of online instruction and makes possible the 
attainment of a degree any time, any place, any- 
where! The success of all of our ICC students is 
paramount. 

Public community colleges are a uniquely Amer- 
ican educational model that was designed to guar- 
antee access to affordable, high-quality higher 
education for all people. 

Beginning in September, Itawamba Community 
will celebrate its 75th anniversary. Its story has 
meager beginnings. ICC’’s facilities were built from 
second-hand lumber on a dusty cotton and corn 
field in Itawamba County, and its first students in- 
cluded 170 veterans who were enrolled in college 
trade training for carpentry, brick and stone ma- 
sonry, automobile mechanics and intensive busi- 
ness training. 

Over the years, ICC has evolved into a premier 
institution with three exceptional locations. 

Like community colleges throughout the nation, 
ICC is unique, and we could possibly be a bit bi- 
ased, but we think it’s the best anywhere. 

So while we all celebrate community college 
month, we take a few minutes to say thank you, 
ICC, and happy early birthday!!

start final exam study today

This year has been an odd expe- 
rience for most ICC students in the 
transition back to being as normal 
as possible after COVID-19. This 
includes both in-class experiences 
and study habits. 

Final exams are approaching. 
so in preparation, Rachel Steele, 
coordinator of instructional sup- 
port services, has provided insight 
on how to navigate the coming 
weeks to make them easier. 

Regarding study tips, she said 
that it’s not something you can get 
around or make easier, it’s just 
something “we have to do. ICC in- 
structors have put AMAZING 
study tools in the hands of stu- 
dents.” She strongly suggests that 


the information that has been pro- 
vided by instructors to study will 
ensure students are fully pre- 
pared. 

In addition, Steele also shared 
tips she had for avoiding distrac- 
tions. She said that phones are one 
of the biggest distractions. Accord- 
ing to Steele, putting phones on 
silent and out of view can be one 
of the easiest ways to avoid letting 
minds drift from the tasks at hand. 

Steele also said it is important 
to keep mental health as a priority 
during finals week. Her biggest 
suggestion was “If you find your- 
self overwhelmed, just do the next 
right thing.” She explained that 
when students are trying to focus 
on so many things at one time, it 
can be overwhelming. One way to 


combat this feeling is to focus on 
one manageable task at a time. 

Lastly, regarding study habits, 
she recommended, “It could be 
helpful for you to set boundaries 
with your friends and family 
ahead of time.” She explained that 
many times our friends and family 
don’t realize how busy students 
are if they don’t physically tell 
them. She said that communica- 
tion is the easiest way to avoid un- 
necessary friction at home or with 
friends during finals week. 

Examinations can be stressful 
for anyone, but as Steele said, be 
sure to take advantage of all the 
tools provided by ICC and its in- 
structors to ensure an opportunity 
for better exam results.

have three options to order a tran- 
script: internet, in-person and 
phone.

and registrar, transcripts are im- 
portant because they document 
the official records of the student’s 
academic performance: major, 
courses taken, degree and cumu- 
lative grade point average. 

If students don’t have holds or 
other issues that prevent the reg- 
istrar’s office from issuing the 
transcript, it will be sent within 24 
hours, Solomon said. 

“Tf the college where the stu- 
dent is applying has a deadline 
prior to the current semester, the 
student should request his or her 
transcript to meet the deadline. 
Students should be mindful that 
the transcript issued prior to the 


end of the semester will not in- 


clude the final grades for currently 
enrolled courses. Therefore, a 
final transcript will be required 
after the in-progress transcript is 
sent. 

Online is the quickest and most 
convenient way to order a tran- 
script.

There is 
a $10 fee for using this service plus 
an additional $10 surcharge for 
telephone requests. Users must 
use a credit card and have access 
to either an email account or fax 
machine in order to provide a 
written authorization for release 
of the transcript.
